Trees  from  our  nurseries  have  the  very  best  root  system,  tiherefore  live 
and  grow  off  well,  espeeially  as  they  receive  careful  handling  and  protection 
from  sun  and  wind  when  dug.  We  feel  sure  that  there  are  no  more  profitable 
orchards  in  existence  than  those  grown  from  our  trees.  We  believe  our  prices 
are  as  low  as  is  consistent  with  the  quality  of  our  stock.
